Tree Warden’s Report. 


Second annual report of the Tree Warden of the town of 
Falmouth for the year ending Dec. 31, 1901. 


To THE Citizens OF FatMoutTa:— 


The second report of the Tree Warden will show that some 
improvement has been made in the past year in the condition of 
the trees in the town, and in time | think the results will plainly 
justify the means used to promote their growth and prolong the 
lives of the older trees in this village. 

During the past year there have been set out in different 
parts of the town about 125 trees, the larger part at North Fal- 


Td 


mouth; also some at West Falmouth, Falmouth, Quissett, East 
Falmouth and Waquoit, and there are yet many vacant spots 
which ought to be filled. 

As in my last report, I would ask all citizens to take an 
interest in our trees and try to prevent any injury to them. I 
find some of the young trees have been broken, and I would re- 
mind trespassers that there is a heavy fine for such offences and 
advise them to be more careful in the future: and if all, in hitch- 
ing their horses, would take care that they cannot reach the trees 
to bark them, I think a very unnecessary evil will be avoided. I 
find quite a number have been injured in this way. It would 
seem, after the town has provided trees and appointed a Warden 
to care for them, that the public would be willing to do their part 
by preventing any injury being done them; and surely there are 
hitching posts enough to keep them from using trees for that 
purpose. 

Last season the elm tree beetle gave us a call in good 
earnest, coming all at once before we were aware of its presence, 
in all parts of the town at the same time, and as there was no 
special appropriation for that kind of work, and no sprayers or 
proper apparatus to use for the means of exterminating them 
(or trying to do so) we were unable to do much towards destroy- 
ing them. I tried in a small way, by scraping and other weans, 
to do something for the most important trees, which I trust will 
be of some benefit; and in this connection I would suggest that 
at the annual town meeting an appropriation for this special line 
of work be made, so that the Tree Warden can purchase proper 
apparatus for the same. Two hundred dollars for this purpose 
would be well spent in the effort to preserve our beautiful elm 
trees of which we are so justly proud.

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Report of Special Committee on Stone 
Roads.. 


To tHe Town or FaLMoutra:—

Your Committee having organized by the election of Walter 
©. Luscombe of Woods Hole, Chairman, and Roland Worthing- 
ton of Boston, Secretary, at once proceeded: 

‘In accordance with the vote of the Town, to negotiate with 
the Massachusetts State Highway Commission, with a view to 
obtaining the benefit of their knowledge and experience, also a 
survey, and if possible, a cash al'otment. 

Ata meeting held at Falmouth, November 27, 1901, plans 
and specifications having been reviewed from the State Highway 
Commission, it was voted to advertise for bids. 

On December 5, 1901, the contract for stone roads was as- 
signed to the Mass. Broken Stone Company, provided proper 
bonds were furnished, and contract signed. 

“On December 30, contract with Mass. Broken Stone Com- 
pany not having been signed, it was VOTED: ; 

“That the Secretary be requested to write to the Massachu- 
setts Broken Stone Company, informing them that this Committee 
does not consider itself justified in coneluding a contract for stone 
roads upon the final basis arrived at between its Secretary and 
the Mass. Broken Stone Company. 

“The changes made in specifications, especially in the cross- 
section of road, now approved by the State Highway Commission 
made it necessary in the opinion of this Committee to call for 
fresh bids in justice to the other bidders and the town.” 
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After proper advertising, bids were received and opened at 
the Town Hall, Falmouth, on January 13, 1902, and the contract 
assigned to A. E. Cahoon, of West Falmouth, the lowest bidder. 

On January 22, 1902, A. E. Cahoon having failed to qualify, 
the contract was assigned to Thomas & Connor of Middleboro, 
as the next lowest bidders. 

Your Committee reserved the right to reject any and all 
bids. 

The amount voted by the Committee to be expended is 
$2,500 each on the North Falmouth Road, beginning at corner of 
Depot road in Falmouth Village and running north; the Woods 
Hole road, and the Waquoit road. The North Falmouth road in 
the village of North Falmouth to have $2,000 expended upon it, 
also any balance of the appropriation of $10,000 which may re- 
main unexpended after all bills are paid. 

Your Committee has met with much delay in the prosecution 
of its appointed work; but it believed it the wish of the town to 
obtain survey by the Highway Commission before any other steps 
were taken. 

The work contracted for is subject to the supervision and ap- 
proval of the State Highway Commission engineer free of expense 
to the town. 

Bonds to the amount of $2,500 have been provided.
